Ri'port front Shangluii — Inspection of vessels — Mortality and communi- 
cable diseases. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, June 29, as follows: 
During the week ended June 24, 1905, 2 supplemental and 2 original 
bills of health were issued, and there were inspected 3 vessels, 96 crew, 
and 72 cabin passengers, together with 173 pieces of baggage. There 
were also inspected 906 baskets of vegetables for Manila via Hongkong, 
and manifests were viseed for 8,095 pieces of freight. Nineteen pieces 
of personal baggage were disinfected with formalin during the week. 
Vaccination certificates were issued to 15 individuals destined to 
American ports.

Tlie weekly report of the municipal health officei' shows that there 
wcie reported among the foreign population 1 neAV case of enteric 
fever, and among the natives 4 deaths from diphtheria and i!S deaths 
from tuberculosis. The total reported mortality was 1 foreigner and 
111 natives. 

A report from Fuchau, just received, shows that tliere were 3 cases 
of j)lague reported in the native city at that place in the early part of 
June. There were no quarantinal)le diseases reported fi'om other 
outports. 

During the week ended July 1, 1!I05, 3 supplemental and 2 original 
bills of liealth wei'e issued and there were inspected .5 vessels, 598 
crew, 87 cabin, and 90 steerage passengers. Fourteen cases of sick- 
ness on board were investigated, none of whicli proved to be quaran- 
tinable disease. There were also inspected 46 pieces of personal 
baggage. Manifests were signed for 10,922 pieces of freight, and 40 
pieces human hair for New Yoili, per steamship Indntmaya^ were disin 
fected with formalin. In addition to the above there were inspected 
219 baskets of potatoes and 348 l>askets of onions for Manila. One 
immigrant was inspected and passed, and there were issued during the 
week 44 certificates of vaccination to persons bound to American ports. 

The weekly report of the municipal health officer shows tjiat there 
wei'e reported among the foreign population 1 new case each of enteric 
fever, diphtlieria, and scarlet fever; among the natives. 2 deaths from 
diphtheria and 26 deaths from tuberculosis. The total reported n)or- 
tality was 3 foreigners and 105 nati\es. 

No ((uarantinable diseases were reported from outports, and as it 
seems that no new cases of smallpox have occurred within the last 
month 1 believe that disease is in abeyance for the time being.

Acting Assistant Surgeon McMahon reports, August 1, as follows: 

During the week ended July 29, 1905, 6 vessels were inspected and 
bills of health issued. Of these vessels, 5 were for ports in the United 
States and 1 for Porto Bello, Republic of Panama. This vessel was 
the British schooner Mersey, with a ciew of 6. 

Total crews of all of the vessels was 151, with 4 passengers for Cuba. 

All of the vessels were in good sanitary condition, and no sickness.
